There are 30 breeds of improved” 
sheep that _haye been brought to fixed 
types as adapted to the needs of their 
native homes, Of these, 12 are well 
established in the United States. and 
a number of. cthers are gaining. in ~ 
popularity.- The better-known breeds 
can. be grouped into three . classes, 
each class. having its own general
